Members  of  (Jommon  Coiincil:  I  beg  to  thank  you  most 
sincerely  and  cordially  for  this  renewed  expression  of  your 
confidence  in  me  as  your  presiding  officer.  The  year  which 
has  just  closed  has,  in  many  respects,  been  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  in  our  City's  history.  The  year  which  opens  to-day 
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gives  promise  of  exceeding  in  interest  and  importance  any 
that  has  occurred  during  the  last  decade. 

The  rapidity  with  which  Philadelphia  has  grown  and  is 
growing  in  every  direction,  will  render  necessary  the  expendi- 
ture of  large  sums  of  money  during  the  current  year  for 
municipal  improvements  of  all  kinds.  It  will  be  your  duty  to 
scrutinize,  more  closely,  perhaps,  than  you  have  ever  done 
before,  the  objects  and  purposes  for  Avhich  the  money  of  the 
taxpayers  is  to  be  expended.  There  has  never  been  a  time, 
probably,  when  Philadelphians  took  more  pride  in  their  beau- 
tiful and  growing  City  than  they  do  to-day,  and  there  has 
never  been  a  time  when  they  were  more  willing  to  submit  to 
the  reasonable  and  necessary  charges  and  sacrifices  imposed 
by  taxation  than  they  are  to-day  ;  but  they  are,  at  the  same 
time,  determined  that  their  money  shall  be  wisely  and  econom- 
ically collected,  and  then  that  it  shall  be  wisely  and  honestly 
appropriated  and  expended.  It  will  be  our  duty  to  see  to  the 
fulfillment  of  these  conditions,  and  just  in  proportion  to  the 
manner  of  that  fulfillment  shall  we  receive  the  approval  or 
disapproval  of  the  people  who  sent  us  here  and  whose  servants 
we  are. 

During  the  last  ten  years  the  debt  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia has  been  largely  reduced. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1880,  the  total  debt  of  the  City 
stood  at  the  enormous  sum  of  $72,264,595.76. 

On  the  first  of  January,  1890,  the  total  debt  of  the  City 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $56,150,159.90,  a  decrease  in 
ten  years  of  $16,114,435.86. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  great  building  at  Broad 
and  Market  streets.  Councils  have  appropriated  altogether, 
under  the  compulsory  requirements  of  the  act  of  Assembly 
creating  the  Public  Building  Commission,  about  $13,600,000  ; 
so  that  it  appears  that  we  have  taken  out  of  current  taxation, 
for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  the  relentless  demands  of 
the  Sinking  Fund,  from  which,  of  course,  there  was  no  escape, 
and  for  the  work  upon  the  Citv  Hall,  only  a  trifle  less  than 
$30,000,000. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  is  a  great  big  municipal  business 
corporation.  Its  revenues  are  great,  but  its  needs  are  just  as 
great,  and  the  abstraction  of  so  large  a  sum  of  money  from 
its  current  income  was  more  than  its  business  could  stand. 
True,  we  are  rapidly  paying  off  our  debt,  millions  of  it,  to 
people  who  do  not    ask  for  their    money,    and    who    have 
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magnanimously  put  up  the  price  of  certificates  which  they 
held  every  time  our  Commissioners  have  gone  into  the  market 
to  buy  them,  until  at  last,  "  with  charity  towards  all,  and  with 
malice  towards  none,"  they  have  got  the  price  of  our  longest 
bonds  up  to  very  nearly  50  per  cent,  above  par. 

Was  ever  creditor  in  such  humor  woo'd  ? 
Was  ever  creditor  in  such  humor  won? 

True  it  is,  also,  that  we  have  under  construction  for  the 
generations  which  shall  come  after  us  the  gorgeous  luxury  of 
a  colossal  City  Hall  ;  but  while  all  this  has  been  going  on,  our 
public  schools  have  been  grossly  inadequate  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  people,  and  our  children  by  the  thousand  are 
running  in  the  streets.  Our  main  sewers  are  terribly  deficient 
in  number  and  extent,  and  large  areas  of  territory  are  impa- 
tiently waiting  for  the  improvements  which  the  construction 
of  main  sewers  alone  will  enable  the  owners  to  begin  with  a 
reasonable  prospect  of  safety  and  success. 

Our  water  supply  and  our  water  extensions,  while  they  have 
been  vastly  improved  and  extended  within  the  last  three  years, 
are  still  behind  the  requirements  of  many  sections  of  the  city  ; 
and  our  highways,  owing  to  the  want  of  money  and  the 
unsettled  condition  of  our  litigation  with  the  passenger  railroad 
companies,  are  not  such  as  to  inspire  the  average  Philadel- 
phian  with  pride  or  satisfaction. 

During  the  year  that  has  just  closed,  all  these  things 
have  become  evident  to  the  members  of  Councils,  and  at 
length  they  came  to  the  conclusion,  and  so  declared  by  a 
nearly  unanimous  vote,  that  at  least  a  few  millions  of  the  many 
millions  that  had  been  taken  out  of  current  taxation  in  accord- 
ance with  the  hard  requirements  of  the  law,  could  be  restored 
to  the  business  of  the  City  without  loss  to  its  credit,  injury  to 
its  property  or  injustice  to  its  taxpayers. 

And  so  it  has  happened  that,  by  the  passage  of  the  Loan 
bill,  and  its  prompt  approval  by  the  Mayor,  Councils  have 
expressed  their  determination  not  by  any  means  to  return  to 
the  old  policy  of  borrowing  money  to  pay  for  current  necessi- 
ties, but  simply  that  the  present  generation  of  taxpayers  shall 
not  be  compelled  to  go  barefooted  in  order  that  their  pos- 
terity may  be  enabled  to  enjoy  the  threefold  luxury  of  car- 
riages, silk  stockings  and  patent-leather  boots. 

When  the  books  of  the  City  come  to  be  balanced  at  the  end 
of  the  year  1891,  they  will  show,  not  so  much  that  the  City  has 
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negotiated  a  new  loan  for  $4,600,000,  but  that  the  public  debt, 
including  all  of  the  new  loan,  has  been  reduced  in  twelve  years 
by  the  enormous  sum  of  $15,411,735.86,  a  result  the  like  of 
which  cannot  be  shown  by  any  other  city  in  the  world.  The 
City  of  New  York  has  increased  her  debt  $9,000,000  within 
the  last  eighteen  months  for  park  purposes  alone,  and  there  is 
scarcely  a  city  of  any  size  in  the  United  States  which  has  not 
adopted  the  policy  of  moderately  increasing  its  public  debt 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  its  people  their  much-needed 
permanent  improvements. 

In  Philadelphia  we  do  not  propose  to  depart  from  our  long- 
established  "pay-as-you-go"  policy,  but  we  are  determined 
that  the  City  shall  be  enabled  to  recover  some  of  her  lost 
ground,  and  after  that  has  been  accomplished,  a  moderate 
increase  in  the  tax  rate  will  enable  us  to  maintain  the  advance 
without  injustice  to  the  taxpayers  and  without  a  departure 
from  safe  and  sound  business  methods. 

I  commend  to  the  attention  and  careful  study  of  every  mem- 
ber of  Common  Council  the  forthcoming  report  of  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Inasmuch  as  it  is  through 
the  medium  of  that  Department  that  most  of  the  City's  money 
is  expended,  it  would  be  well  for  us  all  to  familiarize  our- 
selves, as  far  as  possible,  with  the  methods  therein  employed, 
and  with  the  results  obtained.  Considering  the  limited  sum 
of  money  which  we  have  been  able  to  appropriate  to  that 
Department,  and  the  still  unsettled  litigation  in  which  we  are 
involved  with  the  passenger  railroad  companies,  an  immense 
amount  of  work  has  been  well  and  economically  done  upon 
the  highAvays,  while  the  storage  capacity  of  our  water  reser- 
voirs has  been  increased  to  about  six  times  what  it  was  when 
Mayor  Fitler  was  inaugurated. 

Gentlemen  of  Common  Council,  let  us  one  and  all  address 
ourselves  to  the  duties  which  are  from  this  day  incumbent 
upon  us  as  Councilmen  of  Philadelphia.  Those  duties 
are  in  the  highest  degree  honorable,  important  and 
responsible,  and  their  faithful  and  honest  discharge  will 
entitle  you  to  the  thanks  of  your  constituents.  Let  us 
endeavor  to  provide  for  our  children  more  and  better 
school-houses.  Let  us  appropriate  the  necessary  money  for 
the  construction  of  main  sewers,  for  water  extensions  and 
improvements,  for  the  betterment  of  our  highways,  for  the 
purchase  of  the  islands  in  the  Delaware  River,  and  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  Walnut  street  bridge.     Then  let  us  so  super- 
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vise  our  expenditures  that  there  sliall  not  be  connected  with 
them  the  slightest  appearance  even  of  fraud,  dishonesty  or  cor- 
ruption, and  these  Councils  "vvill  deserve  to  be  well  and  grate- 
fully remembered  by  our  citizens.  I  beg  to  thank  you  again 
for  the  honor  which  you  have  this  day  conferred  upon  me. 

I  make  no  secret  of  the  fact  that  I  am  proud  of  the 
distinction  which  you  give  me,  and  that  I  am  proud  of 
you  because  of  the  zeal,  the  fidelity  and  the  success  with 
which  you  have  heretofore  discharged  your  duties.  I  respect- 
fully ask  of  you,  one  and  all,  your  kind  co-operation  and  assist- 
ance in  the  performance  of  my  official  work,  and  I  again 
assure  you  that  I  shall  in  return  endeavor  to  continue  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  this  responsible  and  honorable  office  with- 
out fear,  without  favor  and  without  partiality. 

Mr.  Hartman  moved  to  proceed  to  nomination  and  election 
of  Clerk  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term.

82,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  adulterated 
or  impure  milk  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia."

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  for  the  improvement  of  the  harbor 
of  Philadelphia. 

Whereas,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  recognizing  the 
importance  of  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  harbor  of 
the  port  of  Philadelphia,  have  together  appropriated  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  (500,000)  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  the  acquisition  and  vesting  in  the  United  States  of 
the  title  of  Smith's  Island,  Windmill  Island  and  such  other 
islands  or  parts  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  removed  in 
connection  with  said  improvement :  And  whereas,  The 
amount  so  appropriated  as  aforesaid  is  insufficient  for  the  said 
purpose:  Now,  therefore,  in  furtherance  of  said  object  and 
to  provide  for  such  deficiency  : 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Pliiladelphia  do  ordain^  That  there  shall  be,  and  there  is 
hereby  appropriated  and  set  apart  out  of  "Loan  authorized  by 
ordinance  to  authorize  the  creation  of 'a  loan  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  sum  of  four  million  six  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  the  payment  of  temporary  loans,  the  purchase  of 
ground  and  for  permanent  improvements,"  approved  April  1, 
1890,  such  sum  of  money,  not,  however,  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars 
($230,000),  as  shall  be  required  to  make  up  the  diff"erence 
between  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  sums  required  to  pay  the 
awards  to  the  claimants  or  owners  of  the  respective  estates, 
real  and  personal,  made  in  the  legal  proceedings  now  pending 
in  the  United  States  Court  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Penn- 
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sylvania  and  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  amount  avail- 
able under  the  appropriation  heretofore  made  by  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  and  the  United  States  for  acquiring 
and  vesting  in  the  United  States  full  and  complete  title  to 
Smith's  and  Windmill  islands,  and  such  other  islands  or  parts 
thereof  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  proper  officer  of  the  United 
States  may  be  necessary  to  be  acquired  in  furtherance  of  said 
above  mentioned  improvements. 

Sect.  2.  That  when  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  certify,  under  the  oaths  of 
three  of  their  number,  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, that  proceedings  for  condemnation  or  acquisition  of  said 
islands  and  parts  thereof  have  been  completed  and  duly  confirmed 
by  the  proper  courts,  and  the  amount  required  to  make  good 
the  said  deficiency,  the  Mayor  shall  thereupon  draw  and  the 
Controller  shall  countersign  a  proper  warrant  or  warrants 
upon  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the  sum  so  certi- 
fied by  the  said  Harbor  Commissioners,  and  shall  deliver  the 
said  warrant  or  warrants  to  the  person  or  persons  who  shall  be 
entitled  thereto  or  to  the  clerk  of  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania :  Provided, 
That  the  amount  of  said  warrants  shall  not  exceed  in  the 
aggregate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars 
(1230,000).

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  return,  without 
my  approval,  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  amend 
'An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  grading  of  the  market  plots 
on  Girard  avenue,  from  Broad  to  Morton  street,'  "  approved, 
September  25th,  1888. 

The  subject  of  grading  and  paving  these  market  plots  has 
caused  the  passage  of  no  less  than  five  ordinances,  which  were 
severally  approved  as  follows  :  March  28,  1888  ;  September 
25,  1888;  October  19,  1888;  December  11,  1888;  and 
March  30,  1889. 

The  first  ordinance  simply  directed  the  paving,  and  provided 
that  all  necessary  grading  should  be  included  in  the  cost  of  the 
paving,  making  an  appropriation  of  seven  thousand  (7,000) 
dollars  to  pay  for  the  whole  of  the  City's  share  of  the  work. 

The  second  ordinance  authorized  the  grading  of  these  market 
plots  from  Broad  to  Morton  street,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  five 
thousand  (5,000)  dollars,  and  giving  the  contractor  the  old 
curb  stones,  which  had,  in  the  previous  ordinance,  been 
reserved  to  the  City,  the  contractor  for  the  paving  to  deliver 
them  to  the  City  yards. 

The  third  ordinance  struck  out  the  proviso  which  compelled 
the  passenger  railway  companies  to  lay  their  tracks  in  the 
centre  of  the  street,  and  gave  the  People's  Passenger  Railway 
Company  the  privilege  of  removing  their  tracks  to  that  point, 
without  cost  to  the  City. 

The  fourth  ordinance  appropriated  the  additional  sum  of 
twenty-two  thousand  (22,000)  dollars  to  pay  for  the  paving  of 
the  intersections. 

The  fifth  ordinance  was  passed  to  remove  an  alleged  doubt 
as  to  the  compliance  with  all  the  formalities  prescribed  by 
ordinances  of  Councils  in  regard  to  such  paving  and  grading. 

It  is  evident  from  this,  that  the  whole  subject  matter  of  the 
improvements  of  this  portion  of  Girard  avenue  was  fully  and 
repeatedly  considered  by  Councils,  and  by  the  Committees  of 
Councils,   and   it   is   also   shown  that  the  work  which  it  was 
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originally  intended  should  be  done  for  seven  thousand  (7,000) 
dollars  was  finally  authorized  to  be  done  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
thirty-four  thousand  (34,000)  dollars. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  September  25, 
1888,  advertisement  was  made  for  bids  to  do  the  grading,  and 
the  contract  was  awarded  to  Shanley  &  Mack  for  all  the  market 
plots  on  Girard  avenue,  from  Morton  street  to  Broad  street,  at 
a  cost  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 
Under  this  award  the  contractors  proceeded  to  do  the  work, 
and  finished  the  same  in  time  to  enable  them  also  to  do  the 
paving,  for  which  they  had  been  the  successful  bidders. 

The  figures  at  which  the  contract  for  the  paving  was 
awarded  to  them  were  so  much  greater  than  the  price  for 
which  work  of  this  character  is  generally  done,  that  there  is 
no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  any  excess  in  the  cost  of  the  grading 
beyond  the  appropriation  made  by  Councils  for  that  item  of 
the  work  was  considered  by  the  bidders  and  provided  for 
accordingly,  as  contemplated  in  the  original  ordinance  author- 
izing the  paving  of  these  market  plots. 

The  ordinance  returned  without  my  approval  simply  con- 
templates the  payment  of  an  additional  sum  of  forty-five 
hundred  (4,500)  dollars  to  these  contractors,  after  the  work  is 
finished,  and  to  which,  according  to  my  view  of  the  case,  they 
are  not  entitled.

Dear  Sir: — In  view  of  the  fact  that  eight  of  the  thirteen 
Survey  Districts  into  which  the  City  is  divided,  have  come 
iinder  the  operations  of  the  law  requiring  all  fees  to  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury,  and  the  District  Surveyors  to  be  paid  by 
salary,  and  that  the  remaining  five  districts  will  come  under 
the  operations  of  the  same  law  upon  the  first  of  April  next, 
and  because  the  districts  as  at  present  constituted  are  irregular 
in  extent  and  in  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  the  several 
districts,  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  ask  Councils 
to  pass  an  ordinance  redistricting  the  City  as  follows : 

First  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  between 
Broad  street  and  the  river  Schuylkill  and  south  of  South 
street,  at  present  constituting  the  Twenty-sixth  and  Thirtieth 
>wards. 
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Second  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  between 
Broad  street  and  the  Delaware  River,  and  south  of  Ellsworth 
street,  west  from  Passyunk  avenue,  and  south  of  Wharton  street, 
east  from  Passyunk  avenue,  at  present, constituting  the  First 
Ward. 

Third  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  between 
the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  south  of  Vine  street  and 
north  of  the  boundary  lines  of  the  First  and  Second  Survey 
districts,  at  present  constituting  the  Second,  Third,  Fourth, 
Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth  and  Tenth  wards. 

Fourth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  between 
the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  north  of  Vine  street  and 
south  of  Poplar  street,  from  Schuylkill  River  to  Sixth  street,  and 
south  of  Oxford  street,  from  Sixth  street  to  Frankford  avenue, 
and  west  of  Frankford  avenue,  from  Oxford  street  to  Laurel 
street,  and  southwest  of  Laurel  street,  from  Frankford  avenue 
to  the  Delaware  River,  at  present  constituting  the  Eleventh, 
Twelfth,  Thirteenth,  Fourteenth,  Fifteenth,  Sixteenth  and 
Seventeenth  wards. 

Fifth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  bounded  by 
Allegheny  avenue,  west  from  Frankford  avenue  to  German- 
town  avenue,  on  the  south  by  Frankford  avenue,  from  Alle- 
gheny avenue  to  the  Frankford  Creek  on  the  southeast,  by  the 
Frankford  Creek,  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Wingohocking 
street,  and  by  "F  "  street,  from  Wingohocking  street  to  the 
county  line  on  the  east,  by  Wingohocking  street,  from 
Frankford  Creek  to  "F"  street,  and  from  Broad  street  to 
Germantown  avenue  and  by  the  county  line,  between  Broad 
and  "F"  streets  on  the  north,  by  Broad  street  on  the  west 
and  by  Germantown  avenue,  from  Allegheny  avenue  to  Wingo- 
hocking street,  on  the  southwest,  at  present  constituting 
portions  of  the  Twenty-second,  Twenty-fifth  and  Thirty-third 
wards. 

Sixtli  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  bounded  by 
Laurel  street,  between  Delaware  River  and  Frankford  avenue 
on  the  southwest  by  Frankford  avenue,  from  Laurel  street  to 
Oxford  street  on  the  west,  by  Oxford  street,  from  Frankford 
avenue  to  Sixth  street  on  the  south,  by  Sixth  street,  from 
Oxford  street  to  Germantown  avenue  and  by  Germantown 
avenue,  from  Sixth  street  to  Allegheny  avenue  on  the  west,  by 
Allegheny  avenue,  from  Germantown  avenue  to  Frankford 
avenue,  on  the  north,  by  Frankford  avenue,  from  Allegheny 
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avenue  to  Frankford  Creek  on  the  northwest,  by  Frankford 
Creek,  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Luzerne  street,  by  Luzerne 
and  Pike  streets  on  the  northeast,  by  Richmond  street  from 
Luzerne  and  Pike  streets  and  by  the  Delaware  River  on  the 
southeast,  at  present  constituting  the  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth, 
Thirty-first  and  a  portion  of  the  Twenty-fifth  wards. 

Seventh  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north 
of  Poplar  street  and  south  of  Susquehanna  avenue  east  of  the 
Schuylkill  River  and  west  of  Sixth  street,  from  Poplar  street 
to  Germantown  avenue,  and  southwest  of  Germantown  avenue, 
from  Sixth  street  to  Susquehanna  avenue,  at  present  consti- 
tuting the  Twentieth  and  Twenty-ninth  wards. 

Eighth  District, — All  that  portion  of  the  City  bounded  on 
the  southeast  by  School  lane,  on  the  southwest  by  the  Schuyl- 
kill River,  on  the  northeast  by  Wissahickon  avenue,  and  on 
the  northwest  by  the  county  line,  at  present  constituting  the 
Twenty-first  Ward. 

Ninth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  bounded  on 
the  southwest  by  Wissahickon  avenue,  on  the  northeast  by  the 
county  line,  on  the  east  by  Broad  street,  on  the  south  and 
southeast  by  Roberts  avenue  and  by  Wingohocking  street,  and 
on  the  northwest  by  the  county  line,  at  present  constituting  a 
portion  of  the  Twenty-second  Ward. 

Tenth  District  — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north 
and  northeast  of  Pike  and  Luzerne  streets,  from  the  Dela- 
ware River  to  Frankford  Creek,  the  Frankford  Creek  to 
Wingohocking  street,  Wingohocking  street  to  "  F  "  street,  and 
"F"  street  to  the  county  line,  at  present  constituting  the 
Twenty-third  Ward  and  a  portion  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward. 

Eleventh  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north 
of  Market  street  and  west  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  at  present 
constituting  the  Twenty-fourth  and  Thirty-fourth  wards. 

Twelfth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  south 
of  Market  street  and  west  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  at  present 
constituting  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward. 

Thirteenth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying 
north  of  Susquehanna  avenue,  southeast  of  School  lane  and 
Roberts  avenue,  east  of  the  Schuylkill  River  and  southwest  of 
Germantown  and  Wissahickon  avenues,  at  present  constituting 
the  Twenty-eighth  and  Thirty-second  wards. 
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So  far  as  the  redistricting  refers  to  the  First,  Second,  Third, 
Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Eleventh  and  Thirteenth  Districts, 
the  ordinance  should  become  operative  on  the  first  day  of  the 
month  succeeding  its  final  approval  by  you ;  and  so  far  as  it 
refers  to  the  Fourth,  Fifth,  Ninth,  Tenth  and  Twelfth  Dis- 
tricts, the  ordinance  should  become  operative  on  April  1, 1891, 
unless  any  of  the  present  incumbents  of  these  districts  should 
vacate  their  positions  for  any  cause,  when  the  ordinance  should 
become  operative,  so  far  as  their  districts  are  concerned,  on 
the  date  of  the  vacation  of  the  ofiice  by  them. 

The  present  Fourth  and  Fifth  Districts  shall  continue,  as 
now  constituted,  until  April  1,  1890,  or  until  the  Fifth 
District  shall  become  vacant  for  any  cause,  when  the  ordinance 
asked  to  be  enacted  shall  become  operative  at  once,  so  far  as 
these  districts  are  concerned.

Whereas,  By  the  Act  of  Assembly,  April  20,  1869, 
Section  1,  P.  L.  81,  P.  D.  1173,  "  The  Councils  of  Cities  and 
Boroughs  in  this  Commonwealth  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of 
milk,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  will  protect  the 
people  from  adulteration  and  dilution  of  the  same  ;"   therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  respectfully  requested,  as  authorized  and 
empowered  by  the  aforesaid  act,  to  pass  the  following  ordinance : 
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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  prohibit  the  sale  of  adulterated  or  impure  milk  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelpliia  do  ordain,  That  whoever  by  himself,  or  by 
his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  person, 
sells,  exchanges,  or  delivers,  or  has  in  his  custody  or  pos- 
session, with  intent  to  sell  or  exchange,  or  exposes  or  offers 
for  sale  as  pure  milk,  any  milk  from  which  the  cream  or  any 
part  thereof  has  been  removed,  or  which  has  been  watered, 
adulterated,  or  changed  in  any  respect  by  the  addition  of  water 
or  other  substance,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  hereinafter 
provided  in  this  ordinanfee. 

Sect.  2.  No  dealer  in  milk,  and  no  servant  or  agent  of 
such  a  dealer  shall  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his 
custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver, 
milk  from  which  the  cream  or  any  part  thereof  has  been 
removed,  unless,  in  a  conspicuous  place  above  the  centre,  upon 
the  outside  of  every  vessel,  can,  or  package  from  or  in  which 
such  milk  is  sold,  the  words  "  Skimmed  Milk  "  are  distinctly 
marked  in  uncondensed  Gothic  letters  not  less  than  two  inches 
in  length.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  hereinafter  provided  in  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  or  have 
in  his  custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange  or 
deliver,  skimmed  milk  containing  less  than  nine  per  cent,  of 
the  milk  solids  exclusive  of  butter  fat.  Whoever  violates  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  here- 
inafter provided  in  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  4.  That  every  person  who  shall  sell  or  who  shall 
offer  for  sale,  or  who  shall  transport  or  carry  for  the  purposes 
of  sale,  or  who  shall  have  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  any  impure,  adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk, 
and  every  person  who  shall  adulterate  milk,  or  who  shall  keep 
cows  for  the  production  of  milk  in  a  crowded  or  unhealthy 
condition,  or  feed  the  same  on  food  that  produces  impure, 
diseased  or  unwholesome  milk,  or  shall  feed  cows  on  distillery 
waste,  usually  called  "  swill,"  or  upon  any  substance  in  a  state 
of  putrefaction   or  rottenness,  or  upon  any  substance  of  an 
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unwholesome  nature,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided 
in  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  addition  of  water  or  any  other  substance 
or  thing  is  hereby  declared  an  adulteration,  and  milk  that  is 
obtained  from  animals  that  are  fed  on  distillery  waste,  usually 
called  "swill,"  or  upon  any  substance  in  a  state  of  putrefac- 
tion or  rottenness,  or  upon  any  substance  of  an  unwholesome 
nature,  or  milk  that  has  been  exposed  to  or  contaminated  by 
the  emanations,  discharges  or  exhalations  from  persons  sick 
with  any  contagious  disease  by  which  the  health  or  life  of  any 
person  may  be  endangered,  or  milk  from  tubercular  cows,  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  impure  and  unwholesome. 

Sect.  6.  That  in  all  prosecutions  under  this  ordinance, 
if  the  milk  shall  be  shown,  upon  analysis  by  the  chemist  to 
the  Board  of  Health,  or  by  any  chemist  or  chemists  appointed 
or  designated  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  to  contain  more  than  eighty-eight  per  cent,  of  watery 
fluids,  or  to  contain  less  than  twelve  per  cent,  of  milk  solids, 
or  to  contain  less  than  nine  per  cent,  of  milk  solids  exclusive 
of  butter  fat,  such  milk  shall  be  deemed,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance,  to  be  adulterated. 

Sect.  7.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  one  hundred  dollars  for  a 
second  offense  or  subsequent  offense,  to  be  sued  for  in  the  cor- 
porate name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  recovered  in  the 
same  manner,  and  by  the  same  proceedings  and  process  as  the 
law  provides  for  the  recovery  of  debts  of  the  like  amount,  and 
all  such  penalties. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  shall  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Milk,  together  with  such 
assistants,  analysts,  clerks  and  collectors  of  samples  as  may  be 
considered  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance by  the  Board  of  Health  through  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  at  such  compensation  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  City  Councils  ;  said  inspector  or  assistants 
having  reason  to  believe  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
being  violated,  shall  have  power  to  open  any  can,  vessel  or 
package  containing  milk,  whether  sealed,  locked  or  otherwise, 
or  whether  in  transit  or  otherwise  ;  and  if,  upon  inspection,  he 
shall  find  such  can,  vessel  or  package  to  contain  any  milk 
which  has  been  adultered  or  from  which  the  cream  or  any 
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part  thereof  has  been  removed,  or  which  is  sold,  oflFered,  or 
exposed  for  sale,  or  held  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  in  violation  of  any  section  of  this  ordinance, 
said  inspector  is  empowered  and  directed  to  take  a  sample  of 
the  same  for  analysis  and  put  into  a  can,  vessel  or  package,  to 
to  be  sealed  in  the  presence  of  one  or  more  witnesses,  and  sent 
to  the  chemist  of  the  Board  of  Health,  or  any  chemist  or 
chemists  appointed  or  designated  by  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  ;  and  also  to  condemn  the  same  and  pour 
the  contents  of  such  can,  vessel  or  package  upon  the  ground,  or 
return  the  same  to  the  consignor,  and  if,  upon  analysis,  such 
milk  shall  prove  to  be  adulterated,  shall  direct  said  suit  to  be 
brought  against  the  person  or  party  so  violating  the  law  :  Pro- 
vided^ however.  That  if,  upon  analysis,  it  is  proved  that  the 
condemned  milk  is  unadultered,  the  City  shall  be  liable  for  the 
value  of  the  article  destroyed. 

Sect.  9.  That  the  Board  of  Health  shall  cause  the  name 
and  place  of  business  of  every  person  convicted  of  selling 
adulterated  milk,  or  of  having  the  same  in  his  possession,  to 
be  published  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  the  City. 

Sect.  10.  That  the  Inspector  shall  record,  in  books  kept 
for  the  purpose,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  per- 
sons engaged  in  the  sale  of  milk  within  the  City  limits,  and 
also  of  cases  in  which  the  law  and  ordinance  pertaining  to  the 
adulteration  of  milk  have  been  violated.

My  dear  Sir  : — In  compliance  with  your  direction,  I  made  a 
careful  inspection  of  the  boiler  of  Police  Boat  No.  1  (William

being  absolutely  unsafe. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  two  (2)  side  sheets  and  back  flue 
sheets  of  each  furnace  be  cut  out  and  new  steel  sheets  be  put 
in  to  about  the  height  of  eighteen  (18)  inches  from  the  bottom 
of  the  boiler.  I  also  find  that  an  entire  new  trough  or  leg 
will  be  required,  and  that  other  minor  repairs  are  necessary.

Third  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  between 
the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers  south  of  Vine  street  and 
north  of  the  boundary  lines  of  the  First  and  Second  Survey 
districts,  at  present  constituting  the  Second,  Third,  Fourth, 
Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth  and  Tenth  wards. 
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Fourth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  between

Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Thirteenth,  Fourteenth,  Fifteenth,  Six- 
teenth and  Seventeenth  wards. 

Fifth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  bounded  by 
Allegheny  avenue,  west  from  Frankford  avenue  to  German- 
town  avenue,  on  the  south  by  Frankford  avenue,  from  Alle- 
gheny avenue  to  the  Frankford  Creek  on  the  southeast,  by  the

Tenth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north 
and  northeast  of  Pike  and  Luzerne  streets,  from  the  Dela- 
ware River  to  Frankford  Creek,  the  Frankford  Creek  to 
Wingokocking  street,  Wingohocking  street  to  "  F  "  street,  and 
"F"  street  to  the  county  line,  at  present  constituting  the 
Twenty-third  Ward  and  a  portion  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward. 

Eleventh  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north 
of  Market  street  and  west  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  at  present 
constituting  the  Twenty-fourth  and  Thirty-fourth  wards. 

Twelfth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  south 
of  Market  street  and  west  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  at  present 
constituting  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward. 

Thirteenth  District. — All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying 
north  of  Susquehanna  avenue,  southeast  of  School  lane  and 
Roberts  avenue,  east  of  the  Schuylkill  River  and  southwest  of 
Germantown  and  Wissahickon  avenues,  at  present  constituting 
the  Twenty-eighth  and  Thirty-second  wards. 

Sect.  2.  That  this  ordinance  shall  go  into  efiect  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  First,  Second,  Third,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth, 
Eleventh  and  Thirteenth  districts,  on  the  first  day  of  the 
month  following  its  approval  by  the  Mayor ;  and  in  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  the  Fourth,  Fifth,  Ninth,  Tenth  and  Twelfth 
districts,  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-one,  unless  a  vacancy  shall  occur  before 
that  date,  from  any  cause,  in  the  office  of  the  Surveyor  and 
Regulator  in  any  of  the  said  districts,  in  which  case  this 
ordinance  shall  at  once  go  into  efiect  in  the  district  in  question. 
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Sect.  3.  That  the  present  Fourth  and  Fifth  Survey  districts 
shall  continue  as  now  established  by  law,  until  the  first  Mon- 
day of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety  one, 
unless  before  that  date  a  vacancy  shall  exist  in  the  office  of 
Surveyor  and  Regulator  of  the  Fifth  District,  when  in  such 
case  this  ordinance  shall  at  once  go  into  effect,  so  far  as  relates 
to  said  districts. 

Sect.  4.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

The  above  figures  are  taken  from  the  Third  Annual  Mes- 
sage of  Hon.  Edwin  H.  Fitler,  Mayor  (see  page  12),  and 
from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (see  page  72),  They  serve  to  draw  your  very 
thoughtful  attention  to  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  this 
branch  of  the  public  works,  and  at  the  same  time  they  illus- 
trate the  wonderful  and  rapid  growth  of  our  city.  We  need 
not  wonder  at  this,  however,  when  we  but  remember  that  in 
the  past  year  (1889)  no  less  than  4,194  permits  were  issued, 
under  which  there  were  11,965  buildings  erected,  including 
alterations,  and  that  52,000  new  buildings  have  been  erected 
during  the  past  ten  years. 

The  following  tables  will  clearly  show  that  in  the  matter  of 
underground  drainage  the  City  is  very  far  behind,  when  com- 
pared with  the  other  items  of  public  improvements,  as  follows  :

The  most  difficult  matter  to  understand  about  the  appropria- 
tion made  by  Councils  for  the  construction  of  branch  sewers, 
is  that  while  it  would  appear  that  large  amounts  are  set  aside 
for  this  purpose,  the  items  as  a  rule  are  soon  exhausted.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  this  item  is 
used  for  manholes,  well-holes,  inlets,  and  the  pay  of  inspectors 
of  sewers,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following :

By  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  total 
amount  available  for  this  item,  viz.,  $635,643.37,  no  less  than 
$60,716.39,  or  about  9.55  per  cent.,  went  for  inspection,  and 
$160,471.27,  or  about  25.25  per  cent.,  for  manholes,  inlets, 
etc.,  leaving  only  $161,062.01,  or  about  25.34  per  cent.,  for 
extension  of  sewers  ;  leaving  a  balance  of  $253,393.70,  of 
which  sum  $2,720.63  merged  at  the  end  of  the  three  years, 
and  the  remainder,  $250,673.07,  represents  the  balance  carried 
forward  to  the  next  years,  and  under  contracts  awarded  too 
late  in  the  season  to  be  finished  in  the  year  in  which  they  are 
awarded,  but  completed  early  the  next  spring.  Of  this  balance, 
all  was  expended  excepting  $54,113.22  on  December  31,  1889, 
and  this  was  under  contract. 

In  addition  to  the  deficiency  existing  at  this  time,  there  are 
now  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee  125  petitions  and 
ordinances  for  branch  sewers,  and  it  will  take  not  less  than 
$100,000  to  carry  on  the  work  this  season. 

Considering  the  fact  that  Councils  have  ordained  that  streets 
shall  not  be  paved  without  water  and  gas-pipes  and  sewers  are 
first  laid  and  constructed,  your  Committee  think  it  at  least 
inconsistent  to  pass  bills  authorizing  and  directing  the  Depart- 
ment to  enter  into  contracts  that  tie  up  large  sums  of  money, 
only  to  find  that  sewers  are  not  constructed,  and  then  be 
compelled  to  have  the  work  delayed  until  Councils  shall  have 
passed  bills  to  authorize  the  sewers  needed,  when  we  sometimes 
find  ourselves,  as  we  are  at  present,  viz :  Sewers  wanted  and 
no  money.     What  are  we  to  do  ? 

Find  more  money  or  stop  the  work.  Can  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  afford  this  ? 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  the  remedy  is  to  make 
an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau 
of  Surveys,  that  will  enable  the  Department  to  bring  the  work 
up  to  the  needs  and  demands  of  the  public,  and  then  continue 
annually  the  appropriation  of  an  amount  that  will  keep  the  work 
up  with  the  march  of  improvements  and  the  growth  of  the  City. 
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Without  overstepping   the   mark,    we   are   safe    in  saying 

that  it   will  require  for  the  years    1890  and    1891   at  least 

$1,000,000  for  main  and  branch  sewers,  as  follows  :

And  of  this  sum  not  less  than  $100,000  is  required  for 
the  balance  of  this  year.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following 
copy  of  a  report  received  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  relative  to  the  paving  of  St.  Joseph's  avenue, 
from  Seventeenth  street  to  Eighteenth  street,  and  the  repaving 
of  Thirty-second  street,  from  Thompson  street  to  Jefferson 
street,  with  the  request  that  you  will  ask  Councils  to  pass 
the  necessary  ordinances  to  enable  the  Department  to  do 
this  work  as  named  in  the  Chief's  letter. 

"  On  January  29,  1890,  an  ordinance  was  approved  direct- 
ing the  paving  of  certain  streets,  one  of  which  was  St.  Joseph's 
avenue,  from  Seventeenth  to  Eighteenth  street,  and  authoriz- 
ing the  payment  of  $1,200  for  said  work. 

"  The  conditions  surrounding  the  case  are  somewhat  com- 
plicated, and  additional  legislation  would  seem  to  be  needed 
to  carry  out  the  intention  of  Councils.     While  the  ordinance

calls  for  the  paving  of  the  street,  the  larger  portion  of  the 
work  required  is  repaying,  the  relative  quantities  being  250 
square  yards  of  repaying  and  180  square  yards  of  paving,  and 
the  owners  of  property  being  liable  for  the  latter,  the  City  will 
only  be  called  upon  to  pay  for  the  repaying,  which,  with  other 
incidental  work  connected  therewith,  will  amount  to  say 
$750.  The  ordinance  should  therefore  be  so  amended  as  to 
authorize  both  the  paving  and  repaying  of  said  street,  and 
payment  should  properly  be  made  from  Item  24  for  repaying 
streets  not  occupied  by  passenger  railways. 

"  On  April  2,  1890,  an  ordinance  was  also  approved 
authorizing  the  repaying  of  certain  streets,  one  of  which 
was  Thirty-second  street,  from  Thompson  to  Jefferson 
street.  Thirty-second  street,  however,  from  Master  to  Jeffer- 
son, has  been  widened  by  the  property  owners,  twenty  feet  on 
the  west  side,  and  dedicated  to  the  City,  but  never  paved,  the 
owners,  therefore,  being  liable  for  payment. 

"  The  ordinance  should  therefore  either  be  amended,  or  an 
additional  ordinance  passed,  authorizing  said  new  paving,  and 
also  the  expenditure  of  $200  for  intersections. 

"  I  respectfully  submit  these  facts  for  your  consideration 
and  submission  to  Councils,  if  you  so  decide." 

Early  attention  to  this  matter  is  desirable,  so  that  work 
upon  the  streets  referred  to  can  be  done  at  once.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  prohibit  the  sale  of  adulterated  or  impure  milk  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  whoever  by  himself,  or  by 
his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  person, 
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sells,  exchanges,  or  delivers,  or  has  in  his  custody  or  pos- 
session, with  intent  to  sell  or  exchange,  or  exposes  or  offers 
for  sale  as  pure  milk,  any  milk  from  which  the  cream  or  any 
part  thereof  has  been  removed,  or  which  has  been  watered, 
adulterated,  or  changed  in  any  respect  by  the  addition  of  water 
or  other  substance,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  hereinafter 
provided  in  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  No  dealer  in  milk,  and  no  servant  or  agent  of 
such  a  dealer  shall  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his 
custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver, 
milk  from  which  the  cream  or  any  part  thereof  has  been 
removed,  unless,  in  a  conspicuous  place  above  the  centre,  upon 
the  outside  of  every  vessel,  can,  or  package  from  or  in  which 
such  milk  is  sold,  the  words  "  Skimmed  Milk"  are  distinctly 
marked  in  uncondensed  Gothic  letters  not  less  than  two  inches 
in  length.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  hereinafter  provided  in  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  or  have 
in  his  custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange  or 
deliver,  skimmed  milk  containing  less  than  nine  per  cent,  of 
the  milk  solids  exclusive  of  butter  fat.  Whoever  violates  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  here- 
inafter provided  in  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  4.  That  every  person  who  shall  sell  or  who  shall 
offer  for  sale,  or  who  shall  transport  or  carry  for  the  purposes 
of  sale,  or  who  shall  have  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  any  impure,  adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk, 
and  every  person  who  shall  adulterate  milk,  or  who  shall  keep- 
cows  for  the  production  of  milk  in  a  crowded  or  unhealthy 
condition,  or  feed  the  same  on  food  that  produces  impure, 
diseased  or  unwholesome  milk,  or  shall  feed  cows  on  distillery 
waste,  usually  called  "swill,"  or  upon  any  substance  in  a  state 
of  putrefaction  or  rottenness,  or  upon  any  substance  of  an 
unwholesome  nature,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided 
in  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  addition  of  water  or  any  other  substance 
or  thing  is  hereby  declared  an  adulteration,  and  milk  that  is 
obtained  from  animals  that  are  fed  on  distillery  waste,  usually 
called  "swill,"  or  upon  any  substance  in  a  state  of  putrefac- 
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tion  or  rottenness,  or  upon  any  substance  of  an  unwholesome 
nature,  or  milk  that  has  been  exposed  to  or  contaminated  by 
the  emanations,  discharges  or  exhalations  from  persons  sick 
with  any  contagious  disease  by  which  the  health  or  life  of  any 
person  may  be  endangered,  or  milk  from  tubercular  cows,  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  impure  and  unwholesome. 

Sect.  6.  That  in  all  prosecutions  under  this  ordinance, 
if  the  milk  shall  be  shown,  upon  analysis  by  the  chemist  to 
the  Board  of  Health,  or  by  any  chemist  or  chemists  appointed 
or  designated  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  to  contain  more  than  eighty-eight  per  cent,  of  watery 
fluids,  or  to  contain  less  than  twelve  per  cent,  of  milk  solids, 
or  to  contain  less  than  nine  per  cent,  of  milk  solids  exclusive 
of  butter  fat,  such  milk  shall  be  deemed,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance,  to  be  adulterated. 

Sect.  7.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  for  the  first  ofiense  and  one  hundred  dollars  for  a 
second  offense  or  subsequent  offense,  to  be  sued  for  in  the  cor- 
porate name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  recovered  in  the 
same  manner,  and  by  the  same  proceedings  and  process  as  the 
law  provides  for  the  recovery  of  debts  of  the  like  amount,  and 
all  such  penalties. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  shall  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Milk,  together  with  such 
assistants,  analysts,  clerks  and  collectors  of  samples  as  may  be 
considered  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance by  the  Board  of  Health  through  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  at  such  compensation  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  City  Councils ;  said  inspector  or  assistants 
having  reason  to  believe  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
being  violated,  shall  have  power  to  open  any  can,  vessel  or 
package  containing  milk,  whether  sealed,  locked  or  otherwise, 
or  whether  in  -transit  or  otherwise  ;  and  if,  upon  inspection,  he 
shall  find  such  can,  vessel  or  package  to  contain  any  milk 
which  has  been  adultered  or  from  which  the  cream  or  any 
part  thereof  has  been  removed,  or  which  is  sold,  offered,  or 
exposed  for  sale,  or  held  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  in  violation  of  any  section  of  this  ordinance, 
said  inspector  is  empowered  and  directed  to  take  a  sample  of 
the  same  for  analysis  and  put  into  a  can,  vessel  or  package,  to 
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to  be  sealed  in  the  presence  of  one  or  more  witnesses,  and  sent 
to  the  chemist  of  the  Board  of  Health,  or  any  chemist  or 
chemists  appointed  or  designated  by  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  ;  and  also  to  condemn  the  same  and  pour 
the  contents  of  such  can,  vessel  or  package  upon  the  ground,  or 
return  the  same  to  the  consignor,  and  if,  upon  analysis,  such 
milk  shall  prove  to  be  adulterated,  shall  direct  said  suit  to  be 
brought  against  the  person  or  party  so  violating  the  law :  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  if,  upon  analysis,  it  is  proved  that  the 
condemned  milk  is  unadultered,  the  City  shall  be  liable  for  the 
value  of  the  article  destroyed. 

Sect.  9.  That  the  Board  of  Health  shall  cause  the  name 
and  place  of  business  of  every  person  convicted  of  selling 
adulterated  milk,  or  of  having  the  same  in  his  possession,  to 
be  published  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  the  City. 

Sect.  10.  That  the  Inspector  shall  record,  in  books  kept 
for  the  purpose,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  per- 
sons engaged  in  the  sale  of  milk  within  the  City  limits,  and 
also  of  cases  in  which  the  law  and  ordinance  pertaining  to  the 
adulteration  of  milk  have  been  violated.

the  City,  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Solicitor  a  detailed  state- 
ment, under  seal  of  the  company,  and  certified  under  oath  or 
affirmation  by  the  president  and  secretary,  of  the  entire  cost 
of  the  same ;  "  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Oommon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be,  and  he  is 
requested,  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  to  furnish  these  Councils 
with  a  complete  list  of  all  passenger  railroad  companies  that 
have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  these  two  sections  of 
the  ordinance  of  July  7,  1857.

Dear  Sir  : — On  the  14th  inst.  I  received  from  the  clerk 
of  Common  Council  a  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils,  reading  as  follows  : 

"Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
to  postpone  paving  sidewalk  on  the  north  side  of  the  square 
of  Germantown  battle-ground. 

"  Whereas,  In  strict  conformity  to  the  law,  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  hf  ^  directed  the  owner  of  the  celebrated  German- 
town  battle-ground,  known  as  Chew  House,  to  pave  the 
sidewalk  on  the  north  side  of  the  square. 

"  And  Whereas,  The  owner  of  this  spot  has,  with  public 
pride,  so  arranged  the  grounds  and  beautified  the  sidewalk, 
that  the  whole  is  a  public  ornament  highly  appreciated  by  the 
general  public,  and  there  is  moreover  not  a  single  house  on 
that  line  of  the  street  to  make  any  sidewalk  necessary. 
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"  Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Director  of  Public  Works  be 
authorized  to  suspend  the  order  for  the  paving  of  this  sidewalk 
until  in  his  judgment  public  necessity  requires  it." 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  in 
connection  with  this  matter  is  the  following : 

"  The  status  of  the  notice  was  to  pave  the  footway  within 
thirty  days  from  date  of  notice.  The  footway  is  composed  of 
green  grass  sod,  with  rail  along  the  curb  and  at  the  end  of  the 
footway,  both  at  Main  street  and  at  Morten  street,  to  prevent 
persons  from  walking  on  the  grass.  This  subjects  the  public 
to  the  use  of  the  northwest  side  of  Clivedon  avenue  exclusively. 
The  owner  has  been  notified  to  pave  footwalk,  but  order  has 
not  yet  gone  to  contractor." 

Under  the  laws  and  ordinances  governing  this  matter,  the 
Department  has  no  option  but  to  compel  the  paving  of  this 
footwalk,  and  a  resolution  of  Councils  does  not  relieve  us 
from  our  responsibility  in  the  premises.  If  Councils  desire 
that  this  footwalk  shall  remain  in  its  present  condition,  and 
be  exempt  from  the  general  regulations  governing  footwalks, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  an  ordinance  to  that  effect. 

I  am  not  willing  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  damage  to 
the  City  by  permitting  the  present  condition  of  affairs  to  exist 
in  violation  of  law,  and  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you 
will  ask  Councils,  if  they  desire  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
covered  by  the  resolution,  to  pass  a  proper  ordinance  to  that 
effect.

First.  "  Have  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
the  power  and  legal  right  to  grant  to  a  corporation  not  incor-

porated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  or  to  a 
company,  a  firm  or  an  individual,  permission  to  lay,  construct, 
or  maintain  a  line  or  lines  of  telegraph,  telephone,  electric 
light  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  manholes, 
pneumatic  tubes,  or  steam  conductors  under  the  streets  or 
highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia?  " 

To  this  I  reply  as  follows  :  The  streets  of  Philadelphia  are 
under  the  control  of  the  commonwealth.  Any  person  or  cor- 
poration claiming  a  right  to  occupy  and  use  the  streets  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  indicated  in 
your  question,  must  show  authority  from  the  commonwealth. 
Unless  this  authority  is  shown.  Councils  have  no  power  nor 
"  legal  right  "  to  grant  permission  to  such  individual  or  cor- 
poration to  tear  up  the  streets  and  lay  down  lines  of  telegraph, 
telephone  or  electric  light  wires,  or  perform  any  of  the  work 
contemplated  in  your  question. 

Second.  "  Have  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
the  power  and  legal  right  to  grant  to  a  corporation  not  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  or  to  a 
company,  a  firm  or  an  individual,  permission  to  erect,  con- 
struct or  maintain  a  line  or  lines  of  telegraph,  telephone,  elec- 
tric light  wires  or  poles,  upon  the  streets  or  highways  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  ?  " 

In  answer  to  this  inquiry,  I  desire  to  say  there  may  be 
some  doubt  in  relation  to  the  question  as  to  how  far  a  City 
can  prevent  the  construction  of  a  telegraph  line,  the  same 
being  considered  an  instrument  of  commerce,  (Pensacola 
Telegraph  Company  vs.  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company, 
6  Otto,  page  8,  and  others.)  But  so  far  as  the  electric  light 
wires  or  poles  are  concerned,  the  individual  or  corporation 
proposing  to  do  the  work  must  show  authority  from  the  State 
before  permission  can  be  granted  by  the  Councils  of  the  City. 
Foreign  corporations  may  become  corporations  of  this  State  by 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  of  June  9,  1883. 

Third.  "  Is  there  any  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  under  Avliich  a  charter  can  legally  be  obtained 
granting  to  a  corporation  so  incorporated  the  right  to  lay, 
construct  or  maintain,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Councils 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  line  or  lines  of  electrical  con- 
ductors, conduits,  cables,  wires  or  tubes  under  the  streets  or 
highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  electric  light  or  power  to  the  public  ?  " 
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In  answer  to  this  I  would  say,  that  in  my  opinion  there  is 
authority,  under  sections  2  and  34  of  the  Act  of  April  29, 
1874,  to  obtain  a  charter  for  the  purposes  of  furnishing  elec- 
tric light  or  power  to  the  public  by  laying  conduits,  wires, 
etc.,  under  the  streets  of  the  City,  subject  of  course  to  the 
consent  of  Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of 
2d  inst.,  enclosing  the  draft  of  a  proposed  ordinance  entitled 
"  An  Ordinance  to  authorize  and  regulate  the  placing  upon 
the  plans  of  the  City  of  certain  streets  of  thirty  feet  in  Avidth, 
which  were  physically  opened  and  wholly  or  partially  built 
upon  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  or  the  Act  of 
Assembly,  approved  April  21,  1855,  fixing  the  width  of  streets 
at  not  less  than  twenty-five  feet,"  and  asking  me  to  advise  you 
whether  the  proposed  ordinance  is  inconsistent  with  the  Acts 
of  Assembly  of  April  21,  1855,  and  June  6,  1871.  In 
answer  thereto  I  beg  to  say  : 

The  Act  of  1855  was  an  Act  to  regulate  building,  and  the 
Act  of  1871  relates  to  placing  streets  on  the  City  Plan. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  proposed  ordinance*  to  conflict  with  the 
Act  of  1871,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  Act  of  1855. 

Prior  to  1855  many  small  streets  had  been  laid  out  and  built 
on.  This  is  matter  of  history,  and  is  recognized  in  the  Act  of 
1855.     That  act  in  Section  6  provides : 

"  No  new  dwelling-house  or  other  building  within  said  City 
shall  front  upon  any  street,  alley,  or  court  which  shall  be  of 
less  width  than  twenty  feet,  or  without  being  made  to  recede 
so  that  such  street,  alley,  or  court  shall  be  of  that  width,  the 
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buildings  on  each  side  equally  receding;  the  damages  for 
which  widening  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  to  the  owner  in 
manner  provided  by  law  in  case  of  opening  new  streets. 
Every  new  dwelling-house  shall  also  have  an  open  space 
attached  to  it  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side,  equal  to  at  least  twelve 
feet  square ;  and  no  building  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted 
to  be  erected  on  any  street,  court,  or  alley  hereafter  to  be  laid 
out,  or  if  laid  out  and  wholly  unimproved  by  brick  or  stone 
buildings  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  of  a  less  width  than 
twenty-five  feet ;  and  every  builder  or  owner  who  shall  here- 
after build  otherwise  than  as  aforesaid,  shall  pay  to  the  said 
City  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  as  debts 
of  that  amount  may  by  law  be  recovered,  and  shall  also  be 
restrained  by  injunction  from  so  building,  or,  if  having  so  built 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  from  the  continuance  of  such 
building  contrary  to  the  requirements  of  this  act,  and  shall 
pay  all  the  expenses  of  such  alterations  which  the  court  may 
decree  to  be  made.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Highways  to  give  notice  to  the  City  Solicitor  of  all  viola- 
tions of  this  act,  and  if  the  building  be  made  to  conform 
thereto  on  notice,  without  suit,  one-half  the  fine  shall  be 
abated." 

You  will  see  that  as  to  streets  already  laid  out  and  improved 
by  any  brick  or  stone  dwellings  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
the  act,  the  act  prohibits  building  over  a  twenty  feet  line ; 
while  as  to  streets  newly  laid  out  and  "  wholly  unimproved 
by  brick  or  stone  buildings,"  and  as  to  streets  thereafter  to  be 
laid  out,  the  act  provides  that  the  buildings  shall  not  encroach 
over  a  twenty-five  feet  line. 

You  will  notice  that  the  act  says :  "  No  new  dwelling- 
house  shall  front  upon  any  street,  alley  or  court,  which  shall 
be  of  a  less  width  than  twenty  feet,  etc." 

This  particular  sentence  in  the  act  has  been  the  subject  of 
frequent  judicial  interpretation. 

In  Shultz  vs.  Doak,  1  Phila.,  151,  Judge  Allison  restrained 
a  builder  who  attempted  to  construct  tenements  on  a  narrow 
court  by  styling  them  back  buildings,  holding  that  the  tene- 
ments were  in  violation  of  the  act,  because  they  did  not  recede 
so  as  to  leave  an  open  court  in  their  front  of  twenty-five  feet. 
This  was  in  1861. 

In  the  matter  of  Perry's  Court,  Leg.  Int.  1873,  p.  116, 
Judge  Allison  again  upheld  the  act.  A  property  owner  at 
the  corner  of  South  street  and  Perry's  court,  built  a  building 
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on  South  street,  with  Perry's  court  on  the  side.  He  receded 
80  as  to  make  his  side  wall  ten  feet  from  the  middle  of  the 
court.  The  Court  sustained  his  right  to  damages  for  such 
forced  recession. 

In  City  vs.  Michener,  reported  same  volume  and  page, 
Judge  Brewster,  three  weeks  after  Judge  Allison's  opinion 
was  delivered,  gave  the  same  interpretation  to  the  act.  Mr. 
Michener  started  to  build  at  the  corner  of  Arch  street  and 
Chancery  lane.  His  building  fronted  on  Arch  street.  Chancery 
lane  was  eighteen  feet  wide.  The  Court  held  that  he  must 
recede  so  as  to  widen  Chancery  lane  to  twenty  feet. 

These  three  decisions  were,  of  course,  rendered  by  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

In  the  same  year  the  Guarantee,  Trust  and  Safe  Deposit 
Company  began  the  construction  of  their  new  building  at  the 
corner  of  Chestnut  street  and  Carpenter's  court.  The  City 
endeavored  to  compel  the  Company  to  narrow  their  front  on 
Chestnut  street,  so  as  to  widen  Carpenter's  court  to  20  feet  in 
width.  The  case  went  to  the  Supreme  Court.  Eli  K.  Price, 
Esq.,  as  the  friend  of  the  act  and  of  the  Court,  wrote  a  letter 
in  which  he  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  decisions  of 
the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  if  applied,  would  do  away  with 
alleys  of  less  than  twenty  feet,  and  he  claimed  that  the  act  was 
only  intended  to  apply  to  the  street  on  which  a  building 
fronted,  using  that  term  as  it  is  ordinarily  used,  and  limiting 
the  front  to  one  side.  The  Supreme  Court  adopted  that 
thought.  No  opinion  was  filed.  The  Court  refused  the 
injunction.     (See  30  Leg.  Intr.  p.  240.) 

In  1874  the  same  point  came  before  the  District  Court. 
A  builder  was  constructing  a  warehouse  fronting  on  a  street  of 
ample  width,  but  having  a  ten  feet  alley  on  its  side.  The 
Court  applied  the  Guarantee  Trust  Company's  decision,  and 
held  that  the  act  did  not  govern  the  case. 

The  result  of  these  last  two  decisions  is  that  in  the  middle 
of  the  block,  property  owners  who  front  alone  on  the  narrow 
street  are  compelled  to  recede,  while  at  the  ends  of  the  narrow 
street  the  lots  fronting  on  the  street  running  at  right 
angles  thereto  are  built  on  up  to  the  old  line.  The  money 
paid  by  the  City  in  damages  in  the  middle  of  the  square 
does  not  result  in  securing  highways  of  the  width  contem- 
plated by  the  Act  of  1855. 

If  the  several  narrow  streets  were  plotted  of  the  width 
named  in  the  Act  of  1855,  the  owners  thereon  would  be  com- 
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pelled  to  recede  to  the  plotted  lines  without  regard  to  whether 
the  narrow  street  was  on  the  front  or  on  the  side  of  the  build- 
ing proposed  to  be  erected  on  the  lot.  The  Act  of  1855  costs 
the  City  a  considerable  sum  annually,  and  the  good  results 
accomplished  are  small  as  compared  with  the  intent  of  the  Act. 
To  plot  all  the  small  streets  in  the  City  of  20  or  25  feet  in 
width  would,  of  course,  increase  this  outlay,  but  it  would  in 
the  course  of  a  decade  or  two  result  in  widening  the  narrow 
streets  from  end  to  end.  The  question  is  one  of  cost  in  each 
particular  case,  and  it  is  for  Councils  or  your  Committee  to 
decide  whether  it  be  advisable  to"  plot  the  street  under  consid- 
eration of  the  width  you  find  it,  or  of  the  width  named  in  the 
Act  of  1855.     I  have  quoted  the  law  for  your  guidance. 

I  need  not  add  that  no  action  of  Councils  can  affect  the 
power  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors  under  the  Act  of  1871. 
That  act  provides  that  no  street  can  be  placed  on  the  plan 
unless  it  extends  "  from  street  to  street  as  a  thoroughfare." 

The  ordinance  in  its  present  shape  appears  to  me  to  need 
some  change.  I  will  be  glad  to  go  over  it  with  you,  if  you 
will  call.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  grading  and  paving  of  the  market  plots  on 
Spring  Garden  street,  between  Marshall  and  Twelfth  streets, 
and  for  repaving  the  intersections. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts for  grading  and  paving  Avith  granite,  Pennsylvania  or 
Lambertville  blocks,  and  gravel  joints,  the  market  plots  on 
Spring  Garden  street,  between  Marshall  and  Twelfth  streets, 
and  also  for  repaving  with  granite,  Pennsylvania  or  Lambert- 
ville blocks,  and  gravel  joints,  the  intersections  not  now  so 
paved  on  said  Spring  Garden  street,  between  the  points  named, 
cost  to  the  city  for  said  work  not  to  exceed  four  thousand 
(4,000)  doiiars.  The  conditions  of  which  contract  shall  be, 
that  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  collect  the  cost  of  said 
paving  from  the  owners  of  property  respectively  fronting  on 
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said  street,  and  shall  also  enter  into  an  obligation  to  the  City 
to  keep  said  street  in  good  repair  for  three  years  after  the  pav- 
ing is  finished :  Provided,  The  Department  of  Public  Works 
first  advertise  for  proposals  for  said  work,  and  award  the  con- 
tract to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  that  the  owners  of  property 
fronting  on  said  street  shall  not  be  charged  more  than  the  con- 
tract price.

have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  sections  8  and  9  of  the 
ordinance  approved  July  7,  1857,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
regulate  passenger  railways."

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  jour  communi- 
cation enclosing  the  following  resolution  : 

RESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  information  relative  to 
the  disposition  of  the  moneys  obtained  from  the  sale  of  use- 
less school  buildings. 

Whereas,  a  recent  examination  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
City  by  the  Committee  on  Municipal  Government  develops 
the  fact  that,  by  the  removal  of  population,  the  cutting  off  of 
sections  by  railroad  lines,  the  proximity  of  large  manufactur- 
ing establishments,  the  improvement  in  modern  sanitary 
arrangements,  rendering  older  buildings  undesirable  and 
unpopular,  or  from  other  depressing  influences,  a  large  number 
of  school  buildings  in  various  sections  of  the  city  are  com- 
paratively empty,  and  it  is  desirable  that  they  be  removed  to 
other  localities  and  reconstructed  on  better  principles ; 
RESOLVED,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  inform 
these  bodies  whether  the  Act  of  April,  1855,  requiring  that, 
for  the  security  of  the  public  creditors,  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
useless  city  property  should  be  paid  into  the  Sinking  Fund 
towards  the  payment  of  the  public  debt,  Avould  prevent  the  city 
councils  from  authorizing  the  Mayor  or  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  to  sell  such  properties:  PROVIDED,  the  proceeds 
are  invested  in  other  school  buildings  elsewhere. 

An  answer  to  the  above  Resolution  can  be  best  made  by 
referring  to  the  various  Acts  of  Assembly  relating  to  school 
property.  In  1845,  by  Act  of  April  16th  (P.  L.  502),  the 
Board  of  Controllers  of  Public  Schools  was  made  a  body  politic 
and  corporate.  This  corporation  was  to  have  the  power  to 
take  and  ho'ld  real  estate  in  fee  simple  or  for  any  less  estate, 
or  to  sell  the  same  and  make  conveyances  free  from  all  trusts. 
The  legal  title  of  all  property  at  that  time  held  by  the  County 
Commissioners,  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons  in  trust  for 
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the  use  of  the  old  Board  of  Controllers,  was  vested  in  a  cor- 
poration thereby  created  fully  and  in  fee  simple  or  for  any  less 
estate,  as  the  case  might  be,  and  the  trustees  were  directed 
to  execute  conveyances  to  the  corporation  in  pursuance  thereto. 
This  act,  so  far  as  it  aftected  property  held  in  trust  for  school 
purposes,  accomplished  merely  the  substitution  of  the  corpora- 
tion called  the  Board  of  Controllers  as  trustees,  for  the  origi- 
nal trustees  of  this  property.  In  other  words,  the  fact  that  the 
corporation  was  given  a  fee  simple  title  to  trust  property 
meant  that  the  corporation  was  to  be  the  trustees  and  could 
not  have  meant  that  the  trusts  themselves  were  to  be  abolished. 
Then  came  the  Act  of  Consolidation  of  Febuary  2nd,  1854 
(P.  L.  21).  This  act  reorganized  the  Board  of  Controllers,  and 
provided.  Section  23,  as  follows : 

"Immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the  said  Board  of 
Controllers,  all  property,  real  and  personal,  all  trust  and  trust 
funds,  and  all  estate,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  what- 
soever that  are  or  shall  be  by  law  or  otherwise  vested  in,  owned, 
possessed  or  enjoyed  by,  or  that  in  any  wise  appertain  to  the 
eorporation  created  by  this  Act  of  Assembly  passed  April 
sixteenth,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
five,  entitled,  "  An  Act  relatingto  the  controllers  of  the  public 
schools  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,"  shall  be  vested 
in  and  beheld,  possessed  and  enjoyed  by  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia, subject  to  all  the  trusts,  conditions  and  liabilities  now 
legally  applicable  thereto,  and  all  sums  of  money  due,  payable 
to  or  received  by  the  Board  of  controllers  shall  be  paid  into 
the  city  treasury,  and  all  sums  expended  by  or  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Board  of  Controllers  shall  be  paid  by  the  city 
treasurer,  upon  orders  drawn  under  appropriations  regularly 
made  by  councils." 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  by  this  Act  obtains  all  the  title  to 
school  property  that  the  former  corporation  of  controllers  pos- 
sessed, and  subject  to  all  the  trusts,  conditions  and  liabilities 
legally  applicable  thereto  at  that  time.  All  moneys  due,  pay- 
able or  received  by  the  new  Board  of  Controllers  are  to  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury,  and  expenditures  are  to  be  met  upon 
orders  drawn  under  appropriations  regularly  made  by  Coun- 
cils. But  the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  thus  made  a  trustee 
for  all  property  originally  held  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  old 
Board  of  Controllers,  and  when  any  of  the  property  belonging 
to  such  trusts  was  sold,  the  proceeds  were  necessarily  to  be 
invested  in  other  school  property  in  order  to  preserve  the 
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trusts.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  all  other  property  held 
originally  by  the  controllers  in  fee  simple  purchased  by  appro- 
priations made  by  the  City  itself,  or  paid  for  under  the  old 
law,  by  taxation  for  that  purpose,  would,  under  this  Act  of 
Consolidation,  go  directly  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  under 
the  City  Ordinance  of  January  25,  1855,  page  32,  would  be 
placed  to  the  Sinking  Fund  account  for  the  payment  of  the 
City's  debt. 

The  question  turns,  therefore,  upon  the  manner  in  which 
any  specific  piece  of  school  property  was  acquired.  Trust 
property  continues  to  be  trust  property  for  the  purposes  for 
which  the  trust  was  made,  and  the  fact  that  the  City  is  the 
trustee  makes  no  diiference.  Property  that  has  been  paid  for 
by  taxation  for  school  purposes  is  not  trust  property,  but  City 
property,  quite  as  much  as  any  that  has  been  purchased  by 
definite  appropriation,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
latter  are  all  that  can  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  to  be 
used  indiscriminately  for  the  payment  of  the  City's  debt  or 
to  meet  any  of  the  City's  current  expenses. 

Concerning  the  Ordinance  of  1855,  above  mentioned,  it  is 
only  necessary  to  say  that  this  could  only  apply  to  other  than 
trust  property,  and  whether  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  other 
than  trust  property  go  into  the  Sinking  Fund  or  not,  they 
must  go  into  the  treasury,  and  can  only  be  used  us  any  other 
money,  viz.  by  regular  appropriations. 

Should  any  of  this  kind  of  property  {i.  e.  property  not 
originally  held  in  trust  for  school  purposes)  be  sold,  there  is 
nothing  to  prevent  Councils  from  directing  that  it  be  rein- 
vested in  schools,  since  an  ordinance  made  by  Councils  can  be 
repealed  by  a  subsequent  ordinance,  and  this  subsequent  ordi- 
nance would  be  in  the  form  of  an  appropriation. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
trust  property  must  be  reinvested  in  schools,  and  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  other  property  may  be  so  reinvested  should 
Councils  repeal  a  former  ordinance  by  a  direction  to  that 
effect. 

Your  Resolution  speaks  of  an  Act  of  April,  1855.  Upon 
an  examination  of  the  Pamphlet  Laws,  I  have  been  unnble  to 
find  such  an  Act,  but  only  the  Ordinance  of  January  25, 
1855,  quoted  above.

dinances, and  Select  Council  have  referred  the  said  resolution 
to  the  Committee  on  Railroads  of  Select  Council, 

And  Whereas,  the  said  action  of  Select  Council  will  occa- 
sion delay  in  securing  for  the  use  of  Councils  information  of 
great  importance,  therefore 

Resolved,  hy  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, That  the  City  Solicitor  be  hereby  requested  to  furnish 
Common  Council,  at  his  earliest  opportunity,  with  a  complete 
list  of  all  the  passenger  railways  of  this  city  who  have  com- 
plied with  the  provisions  of  Sections  8  and  9  of  the  Ordinance 
approved  July  7,  1857,  entitled,  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate 
passenger  railways." 

In  reply,  I  beg  to  state  that  I  have  on  file  in  this  office  the 
following  obligations  : — 

May  27,  1859.  Richmond  and  Schuylkill  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company,  to  "comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Ordinance  of  the  seventh  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1857." 

June  17th,  1858.  North  Philadelphia  Plank  Road  Com- 
pany, "to  well,  faithfully  and  truly  observe  and  be  subject  to 
all  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  now  in  force  or 
hereafter  to  be  passed  in  relation  to  passenger  railways." 
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July  8,  1858.  North  Branch  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
"  to  well  and  truly  comply  with  and  faithfully  observe  all  Or- 
dinances of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  now  in  force  or  hereafter 
to  be  passed  in  relation  to  city  passenger  railways." 

July  8,  1857.  Philadelphia  and  Delaware  River  Railroad 
Company,  to  "  well,  faithfully  and  truly  comply  with  tlie  pro- 
visions of  the  said  Ordinance  (July  7,  1857),  and  perform  all 
the  conditions  and  execute  the  provisions  thereby  laid  and 
imposed  upon  them." 

June-,  1858.  Second  and  Third  Street  Passenger  Railway 
Company,  to  "  well  and  truly  comply  with  and  faithfully  ob- 
serve all  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  now  in  force 
or  hereafter  to  be  passed  in  relation  to  passenger  railways." 

July  22,  1873.  The  West  End  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany of  Philadelphia,  to  "well,  faithfully  and  truly  comply 
with  and  observe  and  be  subject  to  all  the  ordinances  of  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  now 
in  force  or  hereafter  to  be  passed  regulating  the  running  of 
passenger  railway  cars  within  the  limits  of  the  said  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

Germantown  Passenger  Railway  Company,  under  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Directors,  passed  October  30,  1882,  to 
"  well  and  truly  comply  with  all  the  ordinances  of  the  Select 
and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  now  in 
force  or  hereafter  to  be  passed  regulating  passenger  railway 
companies." 

,  1859.  Green  and  Coates  Street  Philadelphia  Passen- 
ger Railway  Company,  to  "  well,  faithfully  and  truly  comply 
with,  observe  and  be  subject  to  all  the  ordinances  of  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  now  in  force 
or  hereafter  to  be  passed  regulating  passenger  railways." 

(The  above  obligation  was  endorsed  on  the  back,  "filed 
April  19,  1859.") 

I  also  find  another  covenant,  filed  by  the  same  company  on 
July  22,  1858,  to  "  well  and  faithfully  and  truly  comply,  ob- 
serve and  be  subject  to  all  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia now  in  force  or  hereafter  to  be  passed  in  relation  to  pas- 
senger railway  companies." 
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July  29,  1858.  Girard  College  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, to  "now,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  to  be  bound  to  ob- 
serve and  be  subject  to  all  ordinances  of  the  said  City  in  ref- 
ence  to  passenger  railways  now  in  force  or  hereafter  to  be 
passed." 

It  may  be  that  other  agreements  were  filed  in  this  office. 
These,  however,  are  all  which  were  in  the  office  when  I  came 
here  or  which  were  here  during  Mr.  West's  time.  The  com- 
panies not  embraced  in  the  foregoing  list  may  be  able  to  refer 
you  to  their  minutes  to  show  corporate  action  authorizing  the 
filing  of  the  covenant  required  by  the  ordinance  of  1857,  and 
may  even  be  able  to  furnish  you  with  copies  of  covenants  filed 
by  them. 

The  list  I  have  given  you,  however,  embraces  all  I  have.

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly  approved  June  11,  1879,  I  herewith  furnish  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  estimated  receipts,  expenditures  and 
liabilities  of  every  kind  for  the  next  fiscal  year  from  January 
1,  1891,  and  for  the  months  of  the  current  year  from  August 
1,  1890,  and  I  have  added  thereto  the  usual  calculations  for 
the  tax  rate,  made  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  the  first 
section  of  that  Act. 

The  total  estimated  expenses  of  the  various  bureaus  and  de- 
partments of  the  city  for  the  year  1891  as  submitted  amount 
to  $21,714,817.37,  exclusive  of  ^^  tJie  lawful  obligations  due  by 
the  city  during  that  year  "  which  must  be  provided  for,  amount- 
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ing  to  $4,566,790.  The  latter  sum  includes  the  several 
amounts  required  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  State  tax 
upon  loans  of  the  city  during  1891;  the  amount  required  to 
pay  the  principal  of  the  four  per  cent,  loan  maturing  that  year  ; 
the  amount  required  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  and 
an  estimated  amount  for  mandamuses. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  seven  months  ending  August  1,  1890,  and  of  the  estimated 
receipts  and  expenses  for  the  five  months  ending  Decmber  31, 
1890,  show  an  estimated  surplus  of  |197,049.82.  This  may, 
however,  be  reduced  by  an  increase  of  the  amount  required  for 
the  mandamuses  during  the  remaining  five  months  of  this  year  ; 
a  reduction  of  the  amount  of  balances  merging  at  the  close  of 
the  year  ;  and  by  a  falling  off  of  the  estimated  receipts  ;  or  it 
may  be  increased  by  the  reverse. 

The  estimated  allowance  for  mandamuses  for  the  year  1890 
was  $200,000,  but  the  actual  amount  of  the  mandamuses  for 
seven  months  ending  August  1,  1890,  is  §270,117.19.  The 
sum  of  $100,000  additional  has  therefore  been  estimated  and 
set  apart  for  mandamuses  for  the  year  1890.  There  has  been 
estimated  and  set  apart  for  mandamuses  in  1891  the  sum  of 
$300,000. 

No  estimate  of  probable  receipts  in  1891  has  been  made  for 
Fairmount  Park  Fund,  which  amounted  in  1889  to  $10,295.12, 
and  has  averaged  for  the  past  five  years  $11,916.69  per  year. 

In  the  statement  of  the  Limit  of  City  Expenses  for  1891, 
the  "  average  iyicome  from  sources  other  than  current  tax 
moneys  {exclusive  of  Sinking  Fund  receijjts),  sucli  average  of 
income  to  he  determined  hy  ascertaining  the  average  income 
during  the  five  years  ini77iediately  preceding,"  is  probably  less 
than  it  will  be  found  to  be,  as  the  receipts  from  the  Gas  Bureau 
enter  into  the  average  for  two  years  and  nine  months  only,  the 
fees  for  licenses  to  sell  liquor  at  retail  enter  into  the  average 
for  two  years  only,  and  the  receipts  from  the  State  tax  on 
personal  property  for  one  year  only. 

The  valuation  of  taxable  property  for  1891,  furnished  by 
the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  amounts  to  $713,902,842, 
which  is  an  increase  of  $25,133,749  upon  real  estate,  and 
$55,575  upon  personal  property,  making  a  total  increase  of 
$25,189,324  in  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  over  that  for 
1890. 

To  meet  the  entire  demands  according  to  the  estimates  from 
the  several   Departments  and  Bureaus  for  the  next  year,  it 
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would  be  necessary  to  levy  a  tax  of  $3  per  hundred  upon  the 
valuation  of  taxable  property,  which  is,  of  course,  impracticable. 

A  tax  rate  of  $2  upon  the  same  valuation  will  produce 
$6,450,363.70  less  than  the  Departments  and  Bureaus  ask 
for. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.95  upon  the  same  valuation  will  produce 
$6,773,928.25  less  than  the  Departments  and  Bureaus  ask 
for. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.90  upon  the  same  valuation  will  produce 
$7,097,512.96  less  than  the  departments  and  Bureaus  ask 
for. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.85  upon  the  same  valuation  will  yield 
$1,798,270.65  more  than  the  receipts  and  the  tax  levy  at  the 
rate  o/$1.85  produced  this  year. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.80  upon  the  same  valuation  will  yield 
$1,474,686.11  more  than  the  receipts  and  the  tax  levy  at 
$1.85  will  produce  this  year. 

Should  either  the  rate  of  $1.85  or  $1.80  per  hundred  upon 
the  stated  valuation  be  selected  by  Councils  for  the  year  1891, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  new  three  per  cent,  loan  to 
the  amount  of  $2,300,000  for  permanent  improvements, 
although  appropriated,  has  not  yet  been  expended  by  the 
Departments,  and  under  the  orninance  of  Councils  approved 
April  1,  1890,  authorizing  the  new  three  per  cent,  loan,  the 
additional  sum  of  $2,300,000  will  be  appropriated  for  such 
permanent  improvements  in  the  year  1891. 

It  may  well  be  doubted  whether  an  amount  to  be  derived 
from  taxation  by  increasing  the  rate  above  $1.80  or  $1.85  per 
hundred  could  be  judiciously  expended  in  the  year  1891. 

There  have  been  redeemed,  during  the  first  seven  months  of 
the  present  year,  six  per  cent,  loans  to  the  amount  af  $1,305, - 
700,  and  on  December  31  next  there  will  be  redeemed  $400,- 
000  of  the  four  per  cent,  series,  making  a  total  reduction  of 
$1,705,700.  The  issuance  of  the  three  per  cent,  loan  author- 
ized by  ordinance  approved  April  1,  1890,  which  was  $218,- 
500  prior  to  August  1,  1890,  and  $2,081,500  additional 
which  will  be  issued  prior  to  December  31,  1890,  will  make  a 
net  increase  in  the  funded  debt  of  the  city  at  the  close  of  the 
year  of  $594,300.

ginia, vitrified  paving  bricks  and  pitch  cemented  joints,  cost  to 
the  City  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  (100)  dollars.  The  follow- 
ing streets  with  granite,  Pennsylvania  or  Lambertville  blocks 
with  gravel  joints,  viz.:  Alder  street,  from  Norris  to  Diamond 
street,  cost  to  the  city  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  ;

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  unless  addi- 
tional money  is  furnished  this  Department,  operations  upon 
new  work,  except  that  paid  for  out  of  loans,  will  practically 
cease  some  time  during  this  month. 

The  usual  annual  appropriations,  except  those  to  the  Bu- 
reau of  Water,  are  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  Department, 
but  those  for  new  work,  which  is  specifically  ordered  by  Coun- 
cils, are  so  much  below  the  amounts  required  to  comply  with 
the  ordinances  already  passed  that  it  is  impossible  to  continue 
work  even  of  the  most  pressing  character,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  present  Councils  have  passed  but  very  few  ordi- 
nances relating  to  work  to  be  done  by  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways, and  none  whatever  for  work  to  be  done  by  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys,  the  whole  appropriation  for  this  year  being 
altogether  insufficient  to  do  the  work  ordered  by  previous 
Councils. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of 
affairs  : 

City  Ice  Boats. 

No  money  is  needed  for  these  boats,  but  some  transfers,  in 
addition  to  the  large  transfers  already  made,  can  be  made  from 
the  annual  appropriation. 
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Bureau  of  Gas. 

The  Bureau  of  Gas  reports  that  the  total  supply  of  small 
pipes  on  hand  is  300  lengths  (a  little  over  3,000  feet),  and 
that  it  is  impossible  to  continue  laying  gas-pipe  unless  addi- 
tional funds  are  provided.  This  matter  has  already  been 
brought  to  your  attention  in  my  letter  of  August  29,  and 
transfers  sufficient  to  meet  the  emergency  can  be  made  from 
other  items  in  the  appropriation  to  this  Bureau.

The  condition  of  the  asphalt  paving  on  Broad  street  for 
several  squares  north  of  Columbia  avenue  is  such  that  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  an  appropriation  of,  say,  $11,000.00 
should  be  made  for  the  resurfacing  of  this  portion  of  that 
street.  The  difficulty  arises,  it  is  claimed,  from  the  fact  that 
the  concrete  base,  upon  which  this  asphalt  was  laid,  permits 
the  slipping  of  the  covering  of  asphalt,  and  hence  its  early 
destruction  by  unusual  wear  and  also  by  rotting  because  of 
the  water  that  necessarily  remains  upon  the  surface  of  the  street 
in  the  depressions  caused  by  this  slipping.  In  the  repairs  to 
be  made  it  is  contemplated  to  introduce  a  rough  binder  to 
hold  the  new  asphalt  that  may  be  put  upon  the  street.  The 
amount  of  money  that  can  be  transferred  from  the  appropria- 
tions already  made  to  this  Bureau  will  be  stated  in  detail  in 
another  portion  of  this  report.

Whilst 
spending  such  large  sums  of  money  as  has  been  done  during 
the  past  two  or  three  years  to  remove  grade  crossings,  it 
should  be  a  matter  of  serious  concern  not  to  permit  the  crea- 
tion of  others,  except  in  localities  where  any  other  course  is 
clearly  impossible. 

I  am  informed  that  within  a  very  short  distance  of  this 
street,  a  street  is  already  open  and  a  bridge  built  crossing  the 
railroad  tracks  referred  to  above  grade,  and  rendering  the 
opening  of  the  street  named  unnecessary. 
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I  regret  that  the  necessity  of  preventing  the  opening  in 
this  manner  of  Southampton  avenue  shonld  have  delayed  the 
opening  of  the  other  streets  named  in  the  Ordinance  herein 
returned  without  my  approval.

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  return,  without  my 
approval,  an  Ordinance  entitled,  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize 
and  regulate  the  placing  upon  the  plans  of  the  City  of  certain 
streets  of  thirty  feet  in  width  or  under,  which  were  physically 
opened  and  wholly  or  partially  built  upon  previous  to  the  pas- 
sage of  this  Ordinance  or  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved 
April  21,  1855,  fixing  the  width  of  streets." 

The  object  sought  to  be  obtained  by  this  Ordinance  is  a 
very  desirable  one.  There  is  found  in  many  parts  of  the 
City,  especially  in  the  older  districts,  a  large  number  of  streets 
having  been  opened  for  many  years  and  built  upon  either  in 
their  entire  length  or  partially,  and  wdiich  it  is  impossible, 
under  existing  legislation,  to  accept  as  public  highways.  The 
disadvantages  resulting  from  this  are  very  great,  and  the  diflB- 
culties  should  be  overcome. 

The  Ordinance  returned  without  my  approval  endeavors  to 
do  this  by  what  I  conceive  to  be  an  improper,  if  not  illegal, 
manner.  Under  the  various  Acts  of  Assembly  prescribing 
the  duties  of  Councils  and  their  Committees  it  is  especially 
provided  that  no  Committee  shall  do  executive  duty,  and  yet 
this  Ordinance  proposes  that  they  shall  determine  which  of 
the  streets  referred  to  shall  be  placed  upon  the  City  plan  and 
which  shall  not  be  so  placed,  and  it  directs  that  the  oflBcers  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  obey  their  instructions 
in  this  matter. 

The  purposes  sought  to  be  accomplished  should  be  reached 
by  Ordinances  naming  the  streets  to  be  put  upon  the  City 
plan,  and  passed  from  time  to  time,  and  no  question  as  to  the 
legality  of  such  Ordinances  could  be  raised.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  return,  without  my  ap- 
proval, an  Ordinance  entitled,  "  An  Ordinance  to  accept  the 
paving  done  on  Croskey  street,  from  Norristo  Diamond  street, 
and  to  authorize  assessment  bills  for  said  work  to  be  made  out 
in  the  name  of  the  City  to  the  use  of  the  contractor," 

The  facts  of  this  paving,  as  reported  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  are  as  follows : — 

"  The  paving  of  Croskey  street,  from  Norris  to  Diamond 
street,  with  asphalt  blocks,  was  authorized  by  Ordinance  of 
Councils,  approved  October  25, 1886.  The  work  was  adver- 
tised for  and  bids  received  on  November  15,  1886.  The  only 
bidder  was  R.  D.  Bazeley,  for  the  price  of  $2.00  per  square 
yard.  The  transaction  being  made  before  my  time,  the  then 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  Mr.  Joseph  McDonald,  informs 
me  that  the  contract  was  not  awarded,  from  the  fact  that  it  was 
found  that  J.  K.  Blyler,  without  any  authority  and  without 
notifying  the  Department,  had  already  paved  the  street.  I 
have  no  evidence  of  the  exact  date  when  the  same  was  com- 
pleted, although  it  was  some  time  during  1886,  which  would 
cause  the  time  of  liability,  three  years,  to  have  expired  during 
the  year  1889. 

"  As  to  the  condition  of  the  street  at  present,  it  is  wearing, 
particularly  in  the  wagon  tracks,  and  there  are  quite  a  number 
of  depressions,  which  usually  exist  in  pavements  of  this  kind." 

The  paving  of  Croskey  street,  from  Norris  to  Diamond 
street,  with  asphalt  blocks  was  authorized  by  Ordinance  of 
Councils,  approved  October  25,  1886.  This  shows  that  J.  K. 
Blyler  &  Co.  paved  this  street,  not  only  without  authority  of 
an  Ordinance  of  Councils,  but  in  spite  of  an  Ordinance  direct- 
ing that  the  work  should  be  advertised  for  and  the  contract 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  that  this  lowest  bidder  was 
unable  to  enter  into  such  a  contract  because  the  street  had 
already  been  paved  by  the  parties  named. 

I  know  of  no  good  reason  why  the  City  should  assume  any 
liability  for  this  work,  or  assist  the  persons  who  did  it,  in  spite 
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of  the  law  governing  these  matters,  to  collect  the  money  which 
they  allege  is  due  them.

This  Ordinance  directs  work  to  be  done,  but  makes  no 
appropriation  to  pay  for  it,  stating  that  the  "  work  is  to  be 
done  from  time  to  time  as  Councils  shall  make  appropriations 
for  same."  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  through 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  reports  that 
the  work  contemplated  by  this  Ordinance  is  estimated  to  cost 
$24,300.  The  Surveyor  having  charge  of  this  district  will 
come  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  directing 
that  these  officials  shall  be  paid  salaries  out  of  the  fees  earned 
in  their  districts  on  April  1  next,  after  which  time  this  work 
will  cost  nothing  except  the  salaries  of  the  officials  actually 
engaged  in  its  prosecution. 

In  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  expense  contemplated  by 
this  Ordinance,  of  the  fict  that  not  a  dollar  of  appropriation

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The  above  given  statement  of  the  three  accounts  has  been 
examined  by  the  Farmers  &  Mechanics'  National  Bank  (the 
fiscal  agent  of  the  City),  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  Clerks 
in  the  Controller's  office  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners,  each  of  whom  verify  its  correctness. 
From  this  you  will  perceive  that  there  are  no  funds  to  turn  over 
to  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  method  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
Commission  is  the  same  to-day  as  in  1856,  when  the  Commis- 
sion was  created.  EiForts  have  been  made  at  various  times  to 
effect  some  difference  in  this,  but  by  reason  of  the  frequent 
changing  of  Controllers  and  Controller's  Chief  Clerks — who 
heretofore  had  charge  of  the  accounts — it  has  been  impossible 
to  organize  a  new  system.  Councils,  in  January  last,  granted 
the  Commissioners  a  special  clerk,  and  we  are  now  in  position 
to  so  improve  the  system  of  keeping  the  accounts  that  here- 
after there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  understanding  the  exact  con- 
dition of  each  separate  loan. 

The  Commissioners  have  one  general  fund,  into  which  all 
receipts  from  interest  on  investments  and  sales  of  property 
made  by  the  City  are  paid.  The  Commissioners  invest  all  such 
receipts,  and  from  time  to  time  distribute  the  securities  among 
the  several  loans  in  their  charge.  Whenever  a  loan  matures 
they  provide  funds  to  pay  the  same  out  of  this  general  fund, 
and  at  their  convenience  charge  each  loan  account  with  the 
amount  paid  off.  This  charge  is  sometimes  not  made  until  the 
entire  loan  is  paid  off — for  instance,  the  loan  created  in  favor 
of  the  North  Western  Railroad  fell  due  partly  in  1874,  1876, 
1880,  1883,  1884,  1885,  1886,  and  1889,  whilst  the  Commis- 
sioners did  not  make  any  charge  against  said  loan  for  such 
payments  until  January,  1885,  and  again  in  1890.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  transmit  for 
your  consideration  a  communication,  which  has  my  approval, 
from  Robert  Laughlin,  President  of  the  Department  of  Chari- 
ties and  Correction,  upon  the  subject  of  the  additional  build- 
ings to  be  erected  and  occupied  as  a  hospital  for  the  insane  at 
^'Blockley,"  stating  that  the  present  appropriation  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars  has  been 
proven  by  the  bids  for  this  work,  opened  on  August  last,  to 
be  inadequate  by  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000)  dollars,  and 
therefore  requesting  an  additional  appropriation  of  that 
amount. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  present  accommodations  for  the 
insane  poor  must  be  increased  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  to 
meet  the  actual  requirements  of  the  institution,  there  being 
now  nine  hundred  and  three  (903)  patients  crowded  into  the 
accommodations  originally  intended  for  but  six  hundred  (600), 
and  the  fact  that  new  patients  are  constantly  being  added  to 
this  number,  make  it  absolutely  necessary  that  the  sought  for 
relief  be  granted  as  soon  as  possible,  and  I  therefore  request 
that  this  subject  be  given  the  immediate  and  favorable  con- 
sideration of  your  honorable  bodies.

Dear  Sir  : — By  an  Ordinance  of  Councils  approved  July 
1,  1890,  the  sum  of  $150,000  was  appropriated  for  the  erec- 
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tion  of  additional  buildings  to  be  occupied  as  an  insane  hos- 
pital at  Bleckley. 

In  compliance  with  the  same,  proposals  were  advertised  for, 
and  the  bids  were  received  and  opened  by  you  on  August  20, 
1890;  the  lowest  bid  made  for  building,  heating,  etc.,  largely 
exceeded  the  amount  appropriated. 

Under  these  circumstances  we  are  compelled  to  request  an 
additional  appropriation  of  $75,000  in  order  that  this  most 
needed,  important  and  humane  work  may  be  commenced  at 
once. 

Our  present  population  is  840  and  63  on  parole  (who 
are  liable  to  be  returned  at  any  moment),  a  total  of  903,  and 
our  capacity  600,  an  excess  of  303,  and  every  day  addi- 
tional cases  are  received,  making  permanent  increases  to  an 
already  overgrown  population,  which  has  reached  such  a  point 
that  our  limited  capacity  is  totally  insufficient  for  its  proper 
accommodation. 

We  therefore  beg  that  you  will  earnestly  impress  upon 
Councils  the  urgent  need  of  promptness  in  meeting  our 
requirements,  and  recommend  that  action  be  taken  at  once  in 
this  very  important  matter.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Church  of  the  Nativity 
be,  and  are  hereby  granted  permission  to  erect  a  frame  chapel 
on  their  ground,  situated  southeast  corner  Eighteenth  and 
Estaugh  streets :  Provided,  Said  chapel  shall  be  removed  at 
any  time  on  the  passage  of  a  resolution  or  ordinance  to  that 
effect,  without  notice." 
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
